Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(d), Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the Patent 
Term Adjustment (PTA) determined for the above-captioned patent, which issued on March 2, 
2010. This request is timely filed within 2 months from the date of issue. 



Provided herewith is: (1) the fee of $200.00 as set forth in 37 C.F.R. §1.1 8(e); and (2) a 
statement of the facts involved. 

The USPTO determined that the patent was entitled to 350 days of PTA (see enclosed 
USPTO PTA calculation). 

Applicants note that, as stated in 37 CFR § 1.702(b), delay under 35 U.S.C. §154(b)(l)(B) 
commences on the date that is "three years after the date on which the application was filed under 
35 U.S.C. 111(a) or the national stage commenced under 35 U.S.C. 371(b) or (f) in an 
international application". Applicants submit that the national stage "commenced" under 35
